THE MARKET IN NEW YORK. 


Foreign Cables Corroborate the Story of a 
Corner— Bulls on Top. 

Nzw York, Feb. 18. —[Special.}—The lead- 
ing topic of interest in the grain market today 
was the story published this morning by Tun 
Cuicaco Trrpung concerning a wheat syndi- 
cate. Brokers generally profess to disbelieve 
it. The Herald will say tomorrow on ‘this 
point: 

English cables report that a powerful bull cliqne 
had been organized in Chicago. with Mr. Rocke- 
feller, Col. North, and others in it. Some foreign 
buying and a sharp demand to cover drove prices 
up amid considerable excitement. Later there 
was a good deal of realizing. 

Some pronounced the syndicate story a 
humbug. The Kvening Telegram grain article 
has this: 

“Tae Carcaco Tumor has a three-column 
article today.“ said a veteran broker, „giving 
some of the people who believe in wheat, and. in 
addition to some of the big Injuns there, it men- 
tions that some of the Standard Oil people favor 
an advance. Then, you know, the Board of Crop 
Killers is being organized. They are just whist- 
ling the gang together, and it will continue in 
session until April 15. The foreigners have a good 
deal and they are going to send us bull news, 
and for a time it will be three ups 
to one down. Some who are poor will stay 
in the wagon till the tailboard rattles, but they 
will sooner or later come in. The stocks at the 
seaboard are getting pretty low. Big men in this 
country as well as the foreigners want an advance, 
and they will have it.“ 

The Commercial- Advertiser says: 

A sensational story came from Chicago this 
morning. It was published in Tar CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE, and was to the effect that the world’s 
wheat markets were controlled by three men— 
Rockefeller, Mackay, and Col. North—and that 
they had already purchased 75,000,000 bushels 
of wheat in this country. The Armours 
were said to be their brokers. Although the 
story had the effect of causing an excited and 
higher market bere at the Opening, thé level- 
headed business-men on Change were much in- 
clined to doubt the truth of the statement. Nev- 
ertheless, the announcement of such a tale just at 
this time is unfortunate for the fate of the Wash- 
burn Anti-Option bill, and this fact caused the 
bulls to lose their grip after the first flurry was 
over and prices settled back half a cent, and 
it not been for the very strong 
cables at hand tlie market would probably 
have reacted more rapidly. The foreign people 
were content to let the local crowd do the trading 
this morning, and scarcely entered the pit. Their 
sympathies, however, were on the bull side in 
view of the strength of their private advices. 

The Mail and Express says: 

There was great excitement on the floor of the 
Produce Exchange this morning over a sharp rise 
in wheat. The market closed last night at $1.03% 
and opened this morning at $1.05, with very act- 
ive business, falling off later. The exciting 
story of the morning was a four column 
article in Tar CHICAGO TRIBUNE to the effect that 
Mr. Rockefeller, Mr. Mackay, and Col. North 
had formed a syndicate to corner the wheat mar- 
kets of the world. It was stated that they had 
75,000,000 bushels bought in American markets 
and that the Armours were the principal brokers. 

The Evening Post says: 

A genuine old-time bull market opening was 
the first scene in the wheat arena this morning; a 
culmination of yesterday's strong closing and the 
still further advance in prices es- 
tablished on the afternoon curb of May 
wheat at $1.04% bid, and calis at 81.05%. The main 
causes of the excitement and sharp advance in 

values were the cable advices of very strong and 
higber foreign markets, enforced by less encour- 
aging reports regarding the growing winter wheat, 
coupled with the sensational article of two 
and a half columns in Tae CuicAdO Trisone of 
the formation of a powerful clique at Chicago, 
freely using the names of Mackay, Rocke- 
feller, North, and others, to control the 
wheat . market, and that this syndicate 
already controlled 75,000,000 bushels of wheat. 
These reports thrown on a market just in that 
sensitive condition to quickly, respond to them 
was like adding fuel to a blaze. The result was 
an outburst of excitement at the opening this 
morning that carried up prices with a bound 1% 
and over 2 cents (May at Sl. OI) at Chicago, 


WHEAT GOES UP IN Sr. LOUIS. 


Local Dealers Feel the Effect of a Corner 
and Are Nervous Accordingly. 

Sr. Louts, Mo., Feb. 18.—[Special.]—The 
local market went up from 934¢ to 963¢ today 
on TH Tatung wheat corner article. A 
condensation of the article was sent by Chi- 
cago dealers to the St. Louis correspondents, 
some with the comment that it was true. 
The dealers here feel a shortage and sellers 
were scarce in the pit today. A report was 
circulated that Henry Haarstick holds over 
1,000,000 and that he bought it for Mackay. 
Haarstick bought all his wheat within the last 
few days and has not sold any.

BOURBONS IN REVOLT. 


LOCAL DEMOCRATS REBEL AGAINST 
THE NATIONAL COMMITTEE. 


They Inform That Body That It Will 
Either Give Them the Seats They Want 
or the Local Members of the Party Will 
Contribate Nothing to the Convention’s 
Expenses—Arrangements at a Standstiil 
A Proposed Conference That Has Not 
Taken Place—Bitter Wrath Engendered, 


Is it the intention of the Democratic Na- 
tional committee to pack the Chicago oon ven- 
tion for the purpose of forcing the nomina- 
tion of some man put up by the Himalayan 
trio known. as the Brice-Hill-Gorm4n combi- 
ration? This is a matter that is giving the 
local Democratic leaders much annoyance 
and has practically brought all the prepara- 
taons for entertaining the party in June to a 
standstill, 

Local interest in the great event is appar- 
ently dead, and so far as a place for holding 
the convention is concerned no one seems to 
care. When the National committee located 
the convention in Chicago the action created 
much activity among local Democrats and 
for a week or more there was a constant 
running about by certain persons. Meetings 
were held at the Iroquois club almost daily; 
committees were organized, and steps taken 
to entertain the people coming to the conven- 
tion in royal style. The Auditorium, it was 
argued, would be a splendid piace for holding 
the convention, but Chairman Brice tele- 
graphed that under no circumstances would 
the Auditorium do. The committee wanted a 
hall that would seat at least 15,000 persons. 
Then the local people talked about the Expo- 
sition Building, but finally found a site for a 
wigwam and began preparations to let the 
contract for the structure. 

What Happened at a Committeg Meeting. 

Among other committees created at the Iro- 
quois club gatherings was one to confer with 
the members of the National subcommittee. 
This was composed of Washington Hesing, 
Potter Palmer, F. H. Winston, Joseph Don- 
nersberger, and John P. Hopkins. Some of 
the members of the committce, it is intimated, 
are not ina position todo much dictating to 
the National committee, for the reason that 
one or two expect to be delegates to the con- 
vention. There are reasons why others on the 
committee should not want to incur the dis- 
pleasure of the national celebrities, 

When Secretary Sheerin of the National 
committee arrived a conference was held at 
the Palmer House, and by consent Mr. 
Hesing, occuping an independent position, 
acted as spokesman. This conference took 
place shortly after Mr. Sheerin’s return from 
Washington, where he had been wined and 


ing for the convention. 

The first thing he did was to state to the 
Chicago people that the National committee 
would hold them to the strict letter of Mr. 
Palmer’s agreement. 

A word of explanation in reference to this 
agreement is necessary. While the National 
committee was in session in Washington con- 
sidering the question of locating the conven- 
tion, Chairman Brice sent this telegram to 
Potter Palmer: “ 

What will Chicago do if the convention is lo- 
cated there? 

Mr. Palmer, knowing that the committee 
was in session and that an answer was wanted 
immediately, did not have an opportunity to 
consult with any one and sent this reply: 

We will do as well as we did in 1884. 

As soon as Mr, Brice got this reply the loca- 
tion of the convention was quickly settled. 

Irritated the Chicago Democrats. 

Secretary Sheerin's reference to Mr. Palm- 
er's reply irritated the Chicago Democrats 
not a little, but it was passed and the local 
representatives unfolded their plans and 
stated what they proposed to do. It was 
proposed to build a wigwam holding 16,- 
000 persons, turn 5,000 seats over to 
the National committee, and give the 
balance in exchange for, subscriptions to the 
fund to defray the expenses of the convention. 
But,“ said Mr. Sbeerin, Mr. Palmer agreed 
to do as well as in 1884. At that convention 
Chicago only had 1,500 seats,“ This made 
Mr. Hesing and his associates boil with rage. 
There have always been unpleasant’ recollec- 
tions in reference to that matter. Mr. Hesing 
informed the representative of the National 
committee that Chicago did not propose to be 
treated as it was in 1884; that Chicago 
had not asked for the convention and 
did not propose to foot the bill 
unless treated equitably. He also called Mr. 
Sheerin’s attention to the expense of the last 
convention that was held here, and at that 
time the Exposition Building was available. 
The Indiana man was informed that the ex- 
penses of the 1884 convention footed up 
$75,000; that wine bills, hack bills, expenses 
for theater tickets, and bills that would make 
one blush to mention were run in upon the 
Chicago Democrats and were paid without 
murmur. Yet there was a feeling on the part 
of the members of the local committee that 
they were being imposed upon, 

An Argument Over Seats. — 

Mr. Hesmg said: Mr. Sheerin, in 1884 
the National committee had 10,500 seats at its 
disposal. Now, suppose we build a wigwam 
with 20,000 seats; would we pot be entitled to 
9,500?“ 

Mr. Sheerin thought not. He said Chicago 
would only be entitled to an increase in pro- 
portion, to the’ increase in thenumber of 
seats. ä 

Mr. Hesing then said: You will have 900 
delegates. It is customary to give each three 
tickets, That would make 2,700 seats. Allow 
900 for the alternates, 500 for the committee, 
500 for the press, and 500 to be distributed to 
public men. That would make 5,100. Now, 
is not Chicago entitled to the remainder?” 

Mr. Sheerin said no, and Mr. Hesing said 
that if the National committee intended to 
pack the convention in the interest of some 
candidate he would have nothing to do with 
the affair. It was the purpose of the local 
committee to retain all the seats over 5,000 
and give them in exchange for subscriptions, 
every man giving $25 being entitled to one 
seat. Mr. Sheerin was notified the Chicago 
people would stand no such opposition and 
told that it was ridiculous to expect 
the people here to put up $75,000 or 
$100,000 for a convention when they had not 
asked for it. He was also told that under the 
eircumstances the money could not be raised, 


not sit quietly by and see their convention 
packed in the interest of a slate made by the 
National committee. 

The situation was telegraphed Chairman 
Brice the next day. Mr. Sheerin reported 
that Mr. Brice had replied to the effect that he 
had appointed the Secretary, Treasurer Canda 
of New York, and Sergeant-at-Arms Bright 
of Indiana to confer with the 
Chicago committee, He also told Mr. Shee- 
rin to say the ticket question would be 
amicably settled. Neither Canda or Bright 
is amember of the committee, and the Chi- 
cago Democrats were aroused again. Nothing 

as been done since, and from all that can be 
earned nothing will be done until the Na- 
tional committee comes to the terms of the 
‘Chicago Democrats. Mr. Brice, it is said, 
will have to do this or his eommit- 
tee build the convention hall and pay its own 
expenses. The local committee, it is thought, 
can stand being frozen out the longest. While 
Mr. Palmer, it is said, has made the state- 
ment he will keep his word | it * believed his 
associates will not allow him to do 80.

AT WAR WITH ARCHBISHOP FEEHAN. 
The 


Polish Congregation of St, Trinity 

Church Highly Dissatisfied. 

The Polish congregation of St. Trinity 
Church at Noble street is at loggerheads 
with Archbishop Feehan. When the board of 
directors turned over the church property to 
the Archbishop it was with the understanding 
that the congregation would have a secular 
priest to administer for it. It is claimed, 
however, that the Archbishop insists on re- 
taining there a priest of the order of Resur- 
rectionists, who wants to dispose of the re- 
ceipts of the church as he considers best. 

The trustees “have appealed to Rome for 
what they believe are the rights of the congre- 
gation, but they were referred back to the 
Archbishop. Now they propose to bring the 
matter into the courts, and, to prove their 
legal rights to the satisfaction of the public, 
they have asked their lawyers to make public 
the following petition which they make to the 


Archbishop: 

The St. Trinity Parish, through its Board of 
Directors, desires to have the following agreement 
with its Polish Roman Catholic pastor: 

1. The parish priest shall be furnished with a 
suitable residence and receive as wages for services 
the sum of $800 a year. He shall also have in- 
come for mass, etc. When the parish increases 
and the pastor needs an assistant the assistant 
shall receive 80 per month and a suitable res- 
idence. The Board of Directors shall be notified 
of every particular change. All business will be 
transacted with their pastor. 

2. The priests, organist, teachers, and church 
helpers are to be paid from the treasury of the 
parish through the cashier. To the parish treas- 
ury velongs all the money—funds from all col- 
lections in the church and parish, from the rent 
of the pews, and all money paid in by the school 
children. 

3. The cashier shall take and save all the money 
from the income of the parish, and the Board of 
Directors shall institute with the majority of the 
votes. 

4. The parishional secretary shall have one 
book and the parish priest another. These books 
shall correspond with each other the funds of the 
treasury income and outgo.” 

5. The books and treasury shall be examined 
twice a year by the Financial committee, includ- 
ing three members and the parish priest. 

6. The Financial Board of Directors shall be 
elected every year in Advent. To the Financial 
Board of Directors belong seven members—Presi- 
dent, Financial. Secretary, cashier, three trust- 
ees, and marshal. This the parishioners and 
Financial Board of Directors desire to have.

Three Saloonkeepers Guarantee Immunity 
to All Who Wish to Start Pool Rooms, 
Eto.—- Many Places Opened on the 
Strength of the Promise—Forbidden 
Sports Flourishing Near the City Hall 
What Police Officials and the Mayor Say 
— An Inexplicable Mystery.

guaranteeing protection for a ideration 
to all who wish to start pool- s e. races, 
orany other sporting device, is an industry 
that the police appeared to be ignorant of up 
to yesterday afternoon. .

PECULIAR DEATH OF AN ELDERLY MAN. 


Mystery Surrounding the Demise of H. d.

John Walters’ House,

Prof, Elihu Thomson May Be General Di- 
rector of the Consolidated Companies. 
Nzw York, Feb. 18.—[Special. ]—The opin-

and Thomson-Houston companies the Edison 
company has been, worsted. It is said that 
the officials of the Edison company, and even 
Mr, Edison himself, feel somewhat aggrieved 
at the turn affairs have taken. There is no 
complaint on the part of the Edison people 
on account of the financial arrangements 
of the consolidation, but their soreness arises 
from the fact that in the reorganization of the 
company, which is to take place some time in 

May, it is possible and even probable that Mr. 

Edison will be supplanted as general director 

of the policy and conduct of affairs by Prof. 

Elibu Thomson, who, by reason of his great 

scientific attainments and inventive genius, 

has often been denominated “ Electrical Wiz- 

ard No. 2.“ 

Moreover, the indications point to the elec- 
tion of Charles A. Coffin, the Vice-President 
of the Thomson-Houston company, as Presi- 
dent or General Manager of the new company. 

The rumor is current that there is a decided 
difference between Mr. Edison and Mr. Henry 
Villard, the President of the Edison company, 


the friends of Mr. Edison claiming that Mr. 


Villard in engineering the consolidation of 
the two companies was not sufficiently zealous 
in the protectionof the Wizard's interests. 
It haseven been frequently stated that Mr. 
Edison would possibly withdraw from the 
new consolidation altogether and establish a 
rival electrical establishment. 

Mr. Edison was visited at his laboratory in 
Orange yesterday, but he refused to give for 
publication any information bearing upon the 
advantages or disadvantages which have 
fallen to his portion in the consolidation. All 
of the officials of the Edison company on 
Broad street professed ignorance of any in- 
tention on the part of Mr. Edison to form a 
new company,

EMANS NOT GUILTY OF CONTEMPT. 


His Failure to File the Returns Was in Obe- 
dience to a Later Court Order. 

New Tonk, Feb. 18.—([Special.]—Justice 
Cullen in the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, to- 
day dismissed the contempt proceed- 
ings against Storm Emans, Clerk 
of Dutchess County, brought by Col. 
George Bliss, counsel for the Republicans. 
The opinion of Justice Cullen is long and 
covers every point raised in the memorable 
case. After dealing with the technicalities 
urged by both sides as to the service of papers, 
ete., the opinion goes to the merits of the 
case thus: 

The duties of thé County Clerk in reference to 
the transmission of election returns to the Gov- 
ernor, Controller, and Secretary of State are de- 
clared to end when he has, in compliance with the 
law, inclosed the returns in a properly add 
envelope and deposited them, postpaid, in the 
nearest posto . This, it was proven by the 
evidence, was done by Emans in accordance with 
the order of a Justice of the Supreme Court. Re- 
gaining possession of these returns while in tran- 
sit by hisown act would have rendered Emans 
Uable to criminal prosecution. 

But the evidence shows that the inclosures were 
1 by the postoffice authorities at Albany. 

mans had meantime been served with an order 
from another Justice of the Supreme Court stay- 
ing the transmission of the returns. Emans went 
to Albany and found that the returns had reached 
their destination, but the inclosures had not been 
opened not the returns filed. The Secretary of 
State voluntaril returned to 2 
the packet addressed to 
Hill referred Emans Deputy 
Attorney-General Maynard for advice, and upon 
the advice and by the act of the Deputy Attorney- 
General the copies of the returns addressed to 
the Governor and Controller were returned to the 
County Clerk. 

Thus, by the act and consent of the officers 
named, the returns were again in custody of Clerk 
Emans, be having committed no offense as an 
official in the recovery. Once again in his 
hands the latest order from a Justice 
of the Supreme Court staying the transmission of 
the returns to Albany for filing became operative 
and Emans was not guilty of contempt in failing 
to file them as directed by the first court order, of 
which the second was a stay.

Death of George Pellew. 

George Pellew, an editorial writer on the 
Sun and author of a life of John Jay in the 
American Statesmen series, was found dead 
this morning in the area of No. 70 West 
Thirty-fifth street. Steps lead from the side- 
walk to the stone floor of the area. Mr. Pel- 
lew occupied rooms in the Alpine at Broad- 
way and Thirty-third street, and it is supposed 
that coming -from his work early in 
the morning he stumbled and fell into 
the area. He had been suffering from in- 
flammation of the eyes and was partially 
blind. His head struck against the stone at 
the foot of the steps and the concussion killed 
him. His watch and other valuables were 
found in his clothes, and there were no marks 
of violence. George Pellew was 31 years old. 
He was born in the Isle of Wight, the son of 
Henry E. Pellew of Washington, formerly of 
this city, where he was prominent as an or- 
ganizer of charities. His paternal grand- 
father was George Pellew, Dean of Norwich, 
England, His mother was a granddaugter of 
John Jay, first Chief Justice of the United 
States.

Mr. Shaw charges that Davis and Elkins, by 
their control of the West Virginia Central, 
were enabled to throw its valuable traffic to 
any road they pleased, and they accordingly 
made a contract with the Pennsylvania, by 
which the latter was to give value to a 


certain amount of the bonds of the new road. 


The consideration received by the Pennsylva- 
nia comprised a general traffic arrangement 
and the contract that at least half of the ship- 
ments eastward should always go by their 
road. The bill then claims as the Pied. 
mont and Cumberland railroad has no traffic 
of its own, there was no consideration given 
by the Piedmont and Cumberland road for 
the contract at all. Davis and Elkins, the 
bill asserts, divided the stock of the new road 
between themselves and a few favored associ- 
ates. The bill prays that this stock, which 
they now hold, may be declared to be held in 
trust by them for the West Virginia Central. 

The road cost $800,000, The bonds which 
it is claimed were floated on the faith of the 
West Virginia Central’s traffic realized about 
$650,000, The difference of $150,000 was, it 18 
alleged, made up of an assessment amounting 
to 20 per cent on the capital stock, this being 
the only payment made by the stockholders. 
The plaintiff asks that the entire stock of the 
Piedmont and Cumberland railroad be de- 
clared the property of the West Virginia Cen- 
tral railroad, subject to a repayment to the 
stockholders of the on of the amount of 
the assessment. Judge Phelps signed an 
order requiring the defendants to show cause 
before April 2 why the injunction should not 
issue. 


NEW YORK SENATE INVESTIGATION. 


There Will Be a Special Committee to In- 
quire Into the Combination, 

Arpany, N. L., Feb. 18.—In the Senate to- 
day Senator McMahon offered a resolution 
which was adopted, citing the fact that it has 
been currently reported in the public prints 
that a combination has been formed by cer- 
tain coal mining companies with certain rail- 
road companies doing business in this State 
to advance the price of coal, and providing 
that the President of the Senate appoint a 
committee of seven to employ counsel and 
examine witnesses and examine into the man- 
ner and report on or before March 17 as to 
what legislation may be advisable to suppress 
such a combination among the corporations 
amenabie to the laws of this State. 

Trunron, N. J., Feb. 18.—Gov. Abbett has 
had a conference with Attorney-General Stock- 
ton on the subject of the Reading railroad 
deal, and the conclusion was that before any 
further steps should be taken the Attorncy- 
General had better write to the Reading rail- 
road officials for acopy of the contract be- 
tween the merged companies. It is not en- 
tirely certain that the contract violates any 
law of the State. It may have been drawn in 
such a way as not to be open to attack; 
neither is it certain the Reaaimg will supply a 
copy of the contract, but the Attorney-Gener- 
al thinks a refusal is unlikely, as that would 
place the combination in an attitude of hos- 
tility to the State Government. 


ARGUED FOR AN inJUNCTION, 


Judge Ingraham Hears Arguments as to 
the M,, K. and T. Reorganization, 

New Yorx, Feb. 18.—[Special.—Judge In- 
graham in the Supreme Court Chambers to- 
day heard arguments and reserved his decision 
on motion on behalf of the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas railroad company for an injunction 
to restrain the carrying out of the proposed 
reorganization, as agreed to by Jay Gould 
and the mortgage bondholders of the Interna- 
tional and Great Northern railroad company. 
The stock of the International until 
about five years ago was held by the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas. In December, 1889, the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas entered into a 
trafic arrangement with Jay Gould by which 
it was agreed that the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas and the Missouri Pacific roads should 
each have a fair share of the business of the 
International. It was also agreed that one- 
half of a judgment of $500,000 against the In- 
ternational, held by Mr. Gould, should be as- 
signed to the Missouri, Kansas and Texas and 
that one-half the stock of the International 
should be transferred to Mr. Gould, 

Affairs were in this condition when the re- 
organization was proposed, Mr. Gould sug- 
gested one scheme and the Missouri, Kansas 
aud Texas directors another. Mr. Gould’s 
scheme was for an assessment of 10 per cent 
on the stock to raise about $1,000,000, with 
which to partly pay the interest on the de- 
faulted coupons of the first mortgage bonds, 
The mortgage bondholders agreed to make 
certain concessions. It was agreed that if the 
holders of any of the stock not held by Mr. 
Gould did not wish to come. into the 
reorganization scheme Mr. Gould might pay 
the amount of the assessment and take 
their stock in the new company. Mr. Gould 
went ahead fo carry out his scheme, and the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas directors secured 
an order to show cause, which carried a tem- 
porary injunction with it, from Judge Beach 
of the Supreme Court.

RUSSIAN EMIGRANTS SHANGHAIED. 
Story Told by One of the Men Brutally 
Treated by an Uyster Captain. 

Battimore,’ Md., Feb. 18.—[Special.|—A 
shocking story of the brutality of an oyster 
pungy Captain towards his crew was related 
in the office of United States Commissioner 
Rogers today by the six Russian immigrants 
who tramped from Washington to Balti- 
more, Victor Skirmont, the most intelli- 
gent of the party, was selected as spokesman. 

He told the following story: Nov. 16 I 
landed in company with many others in New 
York on the steamship Servia. We all came 
direct from Russia and paid our own travel- 
ing @xpenges, As soon as we left the big 
building in which we were detained a man 
came up and asked us if we were looking for 
work, Wesaid we were and could do any- 
thing to earn a living, and he took us to a sort 
of an office ina dark street.” Here he ex- 
hibited a card of the New York Labor Ex- 
change, No 10 Washington street. 

After we went inside we met another man, 
who said he would send us to Baltimore to go 
on aship in the bay. The man offered us $13 
a month and board. We arrived here at dusk 
und were taken in a wagon to the wharf and 
put on a steamboat and then transferred 
to a sailing vessel. We worked on the 
boat a month and eighteen days, and 
during the entire time we were beaten. 
Not only did the Captain, negro mate, and 
white cook beat us with clubs, belaying pins, 
and ¢owhides, but often ‘grabbed the cuiling 
hammers and knocked us senseless to the 
deck, At times I have seen the men with 
— gashes on their heads and the deck cov- 
ered with hlood. The negro thought nothing 
of knocking one of us down if he felt like 
doing so. I was working at the dredge 
crank one day * 8 was struck across

the Captain. When we got in the big river 
(Potomac) near Washington we were told we 
must go another trip if we wanted to get our 
pay. We refused to do so and the Captain 
anchored the vessel, took the only boat and 
weat ashore.. We were left four days without 
a crumb of bread, When he finally came 
aboard he ordered us to be put on the boat 
and get ashore in the woods. We rowed to 
shallow water and were then pushed over- 
board in order to save the cook the trouble of 
rowing further.“

But why have not all those things been done 
in the past? Mr. Brooks says it 1s because the 
city has not demanded that it shall be done, 
This assertion may be of interest to the Coun- 
cil, It is true that Mr. Brooks’ company now 
stands ready to erect viaducts over its cross- 
ings at certain points and to pay all the cost 
of approaches, including land damages on its 
side of the line. It is just at this point that 
the difficulty occurs. The Pennsylvania com- 
pany is willing to do its share, but the West- 
ern Indiana, the Milwaukee and St. Paul, and 
other companies whose roads run parallel to 
the Pennsylvania company’s lines are not 
quite ready to pay their share. The viaducts 
must span all the lines. If they are built the 


ages on the other side of the viaduct from the 
Pennsylvania company’s lines until the courts 
finally decide that the railroad companies are 
liable for those damages. The city has not 
the money for this purpose. It does not care 
to stand the risks. The railroad attorneys 
conspire to prevent an early decision of cases 
and so the crossings are not properly pro- 
tected. But there seems to be an awakening 
among the railroad companies on this ques- 
tion of viaducts. They will stand all the ex- 
penses of those structures now rather than 
discuss the question of track elevation.

but for the nextone. As the great pressure to 
realize in the United States is confessedly 
over, and the export demand plus the require- 
ments for domestic consumption bids fair to 
be fully equal to deliveries from first hands 
up to the time of our next harvest, it is as- 
sumed there need be little difficulty in forcing 
prices to a much higher point’ than now and 
making the foreigners pay the advance, 

If the report be in the line of truth, whether 
correct as to details or not, the result will fur- 
nish a pretty strong proof to some folks in 
Washington that they have been talking 
through a hat. For it could not be otherwise 
than a big uprush of prices, of which the ad- 
vance of yesterday was only a small sample, 
and that uprush directly due to the efforts of 
the shorts to cover their contracts, The men 
objected to by the advocates of the Anti-Op- 
tion bill, as sellmg something they do not own 
at the time of sale, are always the most urgent 
buyers under such conditions, and often the 
only ones. The purchaser for consumption is 
apt to hold off when he sees the market rang- 
ing away up, expecting it to fall back after a 
little while, but that very rise is the strongest 
reason why the man who has sold short has to 
buy. He is literally forced to corer, and his 
competition with others who ere in the same 
boat is the very thing that sends the market 
still higher, giving to the holder of the prop- 
erty an unusually good chance to sell at a big 
profit. If any set of men have been so inju- 
dicious as to sell 80,000,000 bushels for future 
delivery in this market they have simply 
made a rod for their own backs which will be 
freely laid over them at the right time. If 
they have not done so, and some well-posted 
men in the trade say there is no good ground 
for the rumors, the principle is the same. A 
rush to cover a large line of shorts has always 
caused a bigger advance than the decline due 
to the putting out of those shorts, and in some 
cases the result has been a greater advantage 
to the outside®® who had the property to sell 
than it was to the speculative long operators. 

There need be no mistake in regard to the 
position of either class of traders. They are 
not friends to the farmer as such. They 
would just as soon make money on a decline 
in the price of his material as on its advance, 
and the contrary. But they are not his en- 
emies, and most of the men who operate in 
the speculative way in produce are equally 
ready to buy as to sell first, doing whichever 
they think offers the best chance for profit. 
They thus act as a balancingor leveling power 
during by far the greater part of the time. It 
is only on extraordinary occasions, when one 
man or set of men has bought or sold more 
than is prudent, that there is a big change in 
the market, and that is apt to be only tempo- 
_rary. Yet there is one point that ought not to 
be forgotten by those who rail at short sell- 
ing as the alleged cause of low prices to the

THEOLOGICAL READINGS OF GAS METERS. 

The disclosures made by the gas company 
officials as to the relations between the read- 
ings of meters and the enhanced gas bills are 
at once extraordinary aud pathetic. Accord- 
ing to the story of these officials it ap- 
pears that they have been in the habit of 
employing medical and theological students 
to take off the meter and send in reports 
upon which the figuring of charges has 
been made. So far as the medical students are 
concerned it perhaps is not at all remarkable 
that they have made such highly imaginative 
disclosures of the conditions of the dials. As 
a Class they are inclined to be reckless. Young 
men engaged in autopsies and hunting bacilli 
become calloused in all their finer feelings, 
and would be likely to vivisect a meter in a 
manner calculated to disgust the average 
householder, or in the absence of the familiar 
lens with which they run down microbes to 
construe figures in a headlong and reckless 
style, Perhaps nothing better could be ex- 
pected of them, but when it comes to the- 
ological students the discrepancy gives us 
pause, 

The charge made against the theological 
students by the gas officials is a serious one 
all the more serious because they are the vic- 
tims of necessity. Asa rule they are poor 
and must help to pay for tuition by outside 
jobs pending their excursions into the mys- 
teries of the dogmas, and as many of them in 
the nature of things are destined for small 
charges at small salaries, the pocket money 
they receive from the gas company is a matter 
of no small account. Whatever may have 
heen the motive of the company in hiring 
medical students, it is possible it employs di- 
vinity students upon the theory that they will 
be dogmatically true in their meter readings. 
If Mr. Billings is correct in his statements, 
however, they are not reliable, and in the 
light of this painful discovery of course they 
will not be employed in the future, and per- 
sons with less divinity and more mathematics 
in their composition will take their places. 
Secretary Zimmerman has the following theo- 
ry to account for their vacaries: 

Have you never glanced at your watch and 
found afterward that you had mistaken 12:30 for 
11:307 I have. Now, if a man accustomed to 
handling a watch will make a mistake like that 
occasionally, how much more likely is a man tak- 
ing a meter statement by the flash lightof a 
match to make an error? Thenin putting down 
the figures ‘might it not happen .that a man 
would put down 294 instead of 249, as he meant 
to do? 

This is certainly naive and ingenuous. But 
have you not also noticed, Mr. Zimmerman, 
that sometimes in consulting your watch you 
mistake 10:30 for 11:30 and are quite as likely 
to err an hour backwards as forwards? Reason- 
ing from che analogies, would it not happen 
just once in a little while that your employés 
might read a meter backwards as well as for- 
wards and thereby fill the householder’s heart 
with joyful surprise? Why is the reading al- 
ways in the company’s favor? How does it 
happen that a mistake never is inade in favor 
of the consumer? I this a peculiarity of di- 
vinity students also? The gas company’s ex- 
planation would have been more explanatory 
if it had traced out the subtle influences in the 
theological dogmas which incline the students 
to take such a one-sided view of figures. We 
must assume these students are honest or the 
gas company would not employ them, but 
still the question will return why they, always 
make these statements all the way from 
twenty-five to fifty per cent in the interest of 
their employers? If it cannot be explained 
from the gas or mathematical point of view 
then it must be due to some subtle influence 
in theology, and if this be so then there is 
certainly pressing need for revision and Dr. 
Briggs has not come to the front a moment 
too soon. The collusion between the business 
management of the company and the dogmas 
of the university should be broken up.

ILLINOIS MORTGAGES. ._ 3 

The Census Bureau has completed its tabu- 
lation of real-estate mortgages in force in this 
State at the close of 1889. The totals were 
$165,289,112 on 10,660,987 of the 34,640,560 
acres taxed in the State and $219,010,038 on 
286,148 out of the 1,094,737 lots that are listed 


for taxation. The average amount of mort- 


gage per acre was $15.50, against an average 
value of $35.95 per assessed acre. The per 
cent of taxed acres under mortgage was 30.78 
and of taxed lots 26.14, including all improve- 
ments. The per capita debt in force for the 
State was $100 in Cook County, including Chi- 
cago, $161; and for the State, exclusive of this 
county, $73. | 

Of the realestate mortgages made during 
1889 Cook Cornty exhibits a total of $86,723,- 
365, against only $51,039,091 for all the rest of 
the State, and this total of nearly $138,000,000 
formed 36 per cent of the total in force at the 
close of the year, indicating as well as any- 
thing can the falsity of the assumption that 
most of the mortgages now existing were 
made when money was more abundant than 
now. During the decade 612,249 mortgages 
were made in the State to secure indebted- 
ness Of $870,699,940, the gain in the aggregate 
of 1889 over that of 1880 being 158.58 per cent. 
The increase in the amount of debt incurred 
annually is chiefly due to that placed. on 
city and village lots. The amount incurred 
on lots in 1880 
1889 it was $96,957,657, while the smaller 
increase on acres was partly on tracts in or 
adjacent to the cities. Of the 3,916 real-estate 
mortgages made in Cook County 1.97 per cent 
was on acre tracts, and 48,72 per eent of the 


indebtedness incurred in the State during the 


ten years was in Cook County, which only 
contains 31.15 per cent of the population. 
Bureau, Champaign, Cook, Kane, La Salle, 
McLean, Peoria, St. Clair, Sangamon, Ver- 
million, Will, ang Winnebago each incurred 
during the decade an indebtedness of more 
than $10,000,000, the total for the twelve coun- 
ties being $556,482,598, or 63.91 per cent of the 
whole, while they contain 47.77 per cent of the 
population. The real-estate mortgage debt of 
Cook County alone is $16,798,138 larger than 
the debt on acre tracts in Kansas, $42,061,065 
larger than that on acrés in Iowa, $112,068,830 
larger than the entire real-estate mortgage 
debt of Alabama and Tennessee. It is 95.87 
per cent of the entire Iowa debt, and 78.77 per 
cent of the entire debt of Kansas. The chief 
rate of interest paid during the ten years was 
6 per cent, that rate being borne by 39.28 per 
cent of the loans, while 26.93 per cent paid 7, 
and 27.53 per cent of the loatis 8 per cent in- 
terest. The proportion of 4.87 in 100 paid less 
than 6 per cent, this being fully thirty times 
the total of loans on which more than 8 per 
cent was exacted. The bighest rate found in 
the State was 18 per cent. 

An interesting part of the investigation is 
that which deals with the reasons why loans 
were effected. The whole State was not in- 
cluded in this inquiry, but the Counties of 


Bureau, Iroquois, Jasper, and Morgan were 
selected as fairly representing the rest. The 


aggregate of loans effected in these four coun- 
ties was $13,735,776, and of this $10,926,948, or 
close to 80 per cent, was borrowed for pur- 
chase money or to make improvements. In 
addition to this there are items, To buy 
more land, to go into business, to buy farm 
stock, to open mines,” etc., and one To re- 
lend. So that taking these figures as a basis 
we arrive at the conclusion that five-sixths of 
all the money borrowed on farms in the State 
was for strictly business purposes and five- 
eighths of it was simply and purely for the 
purchase of land, most of that being the farm 
occupied by the borrower. Of course it will 
be understood that even a greater percentage, 
of the larger aggregate of loans on city real 
estate was purchase money. It is evident 
from this that the average borrower has no 
more right to grumble at having to pay back 
the money loaned to him than has the merchant. 
who buys a stock of goods which he expects 
to sell at a profit. If by the adoption of free 
silver coinage he should be able to crawl out 
of paying more than 70 per cent of his in- 
debtedness, while retaining possession of the 
property, he would simply be taking advan- 
tage of an out and out steal on the man who

THE CANADIAN RECIPROCITY FIASCO, 

The visit of the Canadian envoys to Wash- 
ington reminds one of the King of France who 
marched up the hill and then marched down 
again. They arrived in Washington Tuesday, 
the 9th inst., met the President on Wednes- 
day, opened negotiations for an alleged 
United States-Canadian reciprocity treaty on 
Thursday, opened them a little more on Fri- 
day, and closed them on Saturday.

There is nothing in the law to prevent his

It appears from this official statement that

The question is: How was that increaséd profit 
secured? Was it by cutting down operating ex- 
penses or by forcing up the gas bills? It has’ 
been charged that the companies have been 
adulteratmg their gas. If 80, it would not 
give as much light, But there have been 
few complaints ofits quality. It has been 
charged also that the pressure has been in- 
creased, In that case the bills would be very 
much larger near the works than at a distance 
No satisfactory explanation has been made 
either by the companies or by their critics.

Mr. Wilk then proceeds to state in another 
“‘wheréas’”’ that the selections and recom- 
mendations of the committeemen for election 
judges and clerks have been ignored in some 
of the wards by the Election Commissioners: 

And thereby the interests of the Republican 
party and the chances of honest elections have, 
as we believe, been jeopardized, and the ma- 
chinery of the law has been dragged into the 
mire of factional ward politics. 

When ward committeemen condemn “ the 
mire of factional ward politics” it sounds too 
much like Satan rebuking sin to be pleasant.

If it is true that the Canadian Commissioners 
have failed in their mission to Washington be- 
cause they did not have authority from the Im- 
perial Government to negotiate, it does not say 
much for the knowledge of diplomacy possessed 
by Mr. Abbott and Sir John Thompson. What 
sort of men are they to be trusted with the gov- 
ernment of a country when they fail in the first 
movement for lack of essential authority to act? 
If they cannot make trade terms with the United 
States which would discriminate against Great 
Britain without leave of the Imperial Government 
being first obta how can they justify before 
the Canadian Parliament the course which they 
have pursued? Whatever the ca may have 
been Canada is humiliated, and are no nearer 
to the securing of trade relations now than we 
were a year ago. 

The Globe might have gone further and 
added with truth that the fiasco’is not alone a 
humiliation to Canada, but is a grave abuse 
of diplomatic courtesy if not an insult to this 
government, A Washington dispatch to the 
New York Sun says that both the President 
and Secretary of State are indignant at this 
high-handed treatment of the government for 
Tory purposes in Canada. They have good 
reason tobe.

Jacob Harvey Murdered the Woman Be- 
cause She Would Not Marry Him.

DAVID D. WITHERS DEAD. 


An Eccentric but Stanch Figure in Amer- 

: ican Racing Passes Away. 

New Yorn, Feb. 18.—(Special.]—David D. 
Withers, known in the turf world as The Sage 
of Brookdale,” died at 3:30 o’clock this morning 
at the Breevort House. He was born in Green- 
wich street seventy years ago, when that was a 
most aristocratic neignborhood in New York and 
Fourteenth street was out in the poumtey. 

e was the son of fine old Reuben Withers, a 
Knickerbocker biue blood. As a boy he played on 
the Battery and learned to shift for himself. 
Early in his manhood he became a planter in 
Louisiana and owned a plantation of 2,000 acres in 
that State at the time of his death. 

Mr. Withers was eccentric. He never married. 
He lived at the Brevoort House ever since 1859. 
He was an enthusiast in the breeding of racing 
horses and bis great s farm Brookdale is sit- 
nated in the heart of one of the richest counties 
of New Jersey, five miles from Long Branch, 
where have been bred the wonderful 2-year-olds 
for which Mr. Withers was famous. 

He was a stanch patron of art and the opera, 
and his was a familiar figure in opera-house audi- 
eaces. He held the controlling interest in the 
Nassau Ferry company. When Monmouth Park 
had been declared a failure nine years ago Mr. 
Withers bought a controlling interest in it from 
John Chamberlain. He expended $2,000,000 in

PACKERS NOT DISTURBED. 


Representative Weadock’s Resolution Is 
but the Reopening of an Old Fight. 


The packing interests of Chicago are in no 
way frightened by the resolution offered by 
Representative Weadock in Congress calling 
on the Secretary of the Treasury for informa- 
tion as to the amount of foreign salt that was 
imported for packing purposes during the last 
four months. It’s the revival of an old fight 
directed prinzipally against eae packers 
by the salt producers of Michigan, New York, 
and Kansas. Representative eadock ia from 
the salt district of Saginaw. 

Chicago packers have always. insisted that 


foreign salt was essential to packing meats | 


for export. Senator Stockbridge fought the 
battle of the American salt men when the salt 
item of the McKinley bill was being consid- 
ered. At that time he charged Senator Alli- 
son and the Illinois Senators with desertion 
of the protective policy when thelocal packing 
interests were involved. from 
Washington regarding the Weadock bill say: 

As the salt clause was passed it allowed the 
packers a rebate of 99 per gent on the duty they 
paid for foreign salt on meats for export. This 
practically wiped out the entire duty on foreign 
salt. It was a concession amou to millions 
of dollars annually to the packing: interest. Mr. 
Weadock now asks Secretary Foster to show the 
vast amount of rebate which has been paid to the 
Chicago packing houses. 

Those interested_ in packing lines langhed at 
this dispatch. A. H. Veeder, attorney for Swift 
& Co., said: The amount of rebate paid to Chi- 
cago packers on forei salt in exported 
meats is very small. There is not so much for- 
eign salt used as formerly. Early in the growth 
of the packing industry Liverpool salt was 
considered by Europan purchasers and handlers 
of American cured meats as the best in tne world. 
They thought it was cleaner and sharper than 
other salt. Chicago packers used it extensively. 
Great cargoes of salt u to be sent here from 
England, There is. little of it seen now. Go to 
the Custom House and make inquiries and you 
will learn that Mr. Weadock’s bill will amount to 
nothing, for the rebates paid to Chicago packers 
onOthe salt in question arg but triffling.“ 
Mr. Quinn, attorney for P. D. Armour & Co., 
said: There is little of that te demanded or 
paid, The fish-men, those who put 1. fish alon 
the coast for the markets of the world, have le 
in this fight against the salt-men of this country. 
If the fish-men are entitled to the rebate on 
foreign salt used in the exportation of cured fish, 
are not the packers entitled to similar 
privileges as to cured meats? Still the packers 
are not r Drop over to the Custom- 
House and you will readily learn that there is lit- 
tle cause for any loss of sleep by packers over Mr. 
Weadock’s resolution.” 

W. J. Jewell, Deputy Collector of Customs, 
said: There is little or nothing in that. The 
telegraphed statement that under this 
salt act Chicago packers were iven 
a grant amounting - to millions 
of dollars annually is all nonsense. Here are the 
figures: Year before last the amount paid out 
to Chicago packers as a rebate on this foreign 
salt used in canning meats for export was $5,000. 
Last year it was $4,020; this year it will doubt- 
less be less. Considering the business done this 
is the merest trifle. 

There are four or five exporters in this line. 
Armour, Libby, McNeil & Libby, and Miller, 
Hendricks & Co. about cover the list. Of those 
the first three mentioned are all exporters of 
canned meats. They only claim a drawback on 
the tinplate that they import, then use in can- 
ning meats, and export the curedicanned meats. 

Ihe rebates these Chicago packers paid on the 
tinplate so used amounted year before last to 
$70,000, last year to $97,000, and this year will be 
far more. This is greatly due to the higher duties 
on tinplafe. It is only on pickle-cured, dry-ealt- 
ed, boxed, and barreled products that they claim 
a refunding on salt. No claim is made in Chica- 
go as to salt on canned meats. Exports are larger 
every year than the preceding, but the packers do 
not claim that rebate, so the rebates on salt 
so used by packers are very small. 


TYPE-FOUNDERS FORM A COMBINATION. 


Reasons Given for the Organization and 
the Effect That It Will Have. 

Dispatches from New York state that the 
first definite move for uniting the type- 
founders of the United States has been made 
there by the organization of the American 
Type-Founders’ company, with a.capital stock 
of $10,000,000. The following directors have 
been elected: Robert Allison, President; 
William B. Mackellar, Vice-President; G. 
Frederick Gordon, Eastern Manager; John 
Marder, Western Manager; and A. T. H. 
Brower, Secretary. It is claimed that it is in 
no sense a trust and that it is not intended to 
advance prices.

OLD-TIME GAS COMPANY METHODS.

Came to Light in 

888. 
The recent agitation of the gas question re- 
calls a curious incident that happened in 1888, 
and was published in Tun Trrsune at that 
time, 

Two years previous to July, 1888, G. T. 
Lewis, 2 real-estate man, moved from Room 
19, No. 21 Wabash avenue, where his office 
had been for some time. When he vacated 
the premises the gas meter and all the fixtures 
were removed. Shortiy afterward another 
man rented the office, but he did not find ix 
necessary to use gas. Notwithstanding that 
the meter and gas fixtures had been removed 
a gas bill made its appearance promptly at 
the end of each month. The occupant of the 
office was surprised at first, but after several 
months he became used to it, and when the 

as bill arrived it was promptly consigned to 

waste-basket. 

For two years the bills, which were made 
out to G. J. Lewis, and were for various 
amounts ranging from fifty cents to $1, came 
promptly wan 8 month, Mr. Lewis’ successor 
grew weury of receiving gas bills about this 
time, and hunted up Mr. Lewis, and gave him 
the last bill, which called for fifty cents, for 
gas burned during July, 1888. A visit to the 
office of the Consumers’ Gas company 
failed to reveal the method by which Mr. 
Lewis’ bills were made out; and it was also 
impossible to ascertain what system was used 
to keep the books. 

The Superintendent declared at the time 
that it was all a mistake, although he had pre- 
viously declared that there was a meter in 
the place, and that the bills had been made out 
according to register. A visit to the office 
dispelled the illusion under which he 
seemed to be suffering, and Mr. Lewis’ suc- 
cessor was troubled no more with gas bills.

FIFTEEN! BAND STANDS TO BE 
BUILT ON THE FAIR GROUNDS. 
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Plans of the Chief of Construction—Theo- 
dore Thomas Has a Conference with 
Him in Regard to the Matter—Many Ap- 
plications Already Received—The Japa- 
nesé Government to Donate Its World's 
Fair Exhibit to the City of Chicago— 
What It Will Consist Of, 

Visitors to the World's Fair will find on 
every hand bands of musie for their entertain- 
ment. At least fifteen’ music-stands, the 
Chief of Construction said yesterday after- 
noon, would be provided for the accommoda- 
tion of the different bands anxious to visit the 
Exposition and make music for the visitors. 
In addition, Chief of Construction Burnham 
will recommend that a special building be 
constructed to accommodate the choruses 
which will sing at the World’s Fair. . 

Theodore Thomas, Musical Director of the 
Exposition, spent last night at Jackson Park 
as the guest of Mr. Burnham. He went there 
toconfer with the Chief of Construction in 
reference to the location of the band-stands 
and the chorus ‘hall. After several confer- 
ences with Mr. Thomas Mr. Burnham has de- 
cided to recommend that a chords hall be 
built between the Transportation and Horti- 
cultural Buildings. Its dimensions are to be 
160x200 feet, and its cost, approximately, $75,- 
000. Already Scottish, Welsh, and other 
musical associations have asked for an oppor- 
tunity of giving musical festivals. The idea 
of having these concerts in the proposed live- 
stock amphitheater, at the south end of the 
park, has been abandoned and the new build- 
ing will be erected for that purpose. 

As to the band-stands or music pavilions 
Chief of Construction Burnham has always had 
their erection in view and an estimate of 
$20,000 for their construction appears in the 
budget. Frdm all parts of the United States 
and from foreign countries bandmasters have 
sent applications for the privilege of maki 
music. Amopg these applications is that of 
the director of Emperor William of Ger- 
many’s band. In-addition local organizations 
are anxious to show what they can do at the 
Fair, and no doubt is expressed that the 
fifteen band-stands will be constantly eccu-

SCIENTIFIC EXAMINATIONS OF CHI- 
CAGO WATER MADE, 


Bacteriological’ and Chemical Tests of the 


Fluid at Various Points in the River f 


and Lake The Water Pumped Through 
the Pier Inlet Said to Be Shocking 
That at the Old Crib Not Good—Pure 
Fluid at the Four-Mile Crib—The Re- 
quirements of Water to Be Wholesome. 
Feb. 11 the Jilinois Staats Zeitung sent an 
expedition to examine the drinking water at a 
number of points in the neighborhood of the 
various inlets of the water tunnels. The ex- 
perts were the chemists Robert Wahl and Max 
Henius and the bacteriologist A. Lasché: In 
publishing the results of a preliminary exam- 
ination of the samples of water obtained on 
the trip the paper says: 


The bacteriological examination of Geinking " 


water has been cultivated with great care 4 
diligence in Germany and England 2 the 
last year, and whenever there is a question of sup- 
plying cities and smalier places with water a 
most searching examination of the water in the 
eouree of supply is made before the construction 
of the aqueducts and water-works is begun. In

he fatal consequences of this negligence ap- 
pear in an alarming increase of diseases, espe- 
cially of the typhus kind, and although the present 
Commissioner of Health of.our city is trying to 
allay the fears of the people by asserting that 
our drinking water is wholesome, and that 
typhus diseases have no connection with it, 
nevertheless the fact that the State Board of 
Health has ordered a thorough examination of 
our drinking water by its representative, Dr. 
Rauch, and arranged for a conference with the 
Drainage Board, the Canal Commissioners, repre- 
sentatives of the press, etc., for the discussion of 
the question of water pollution, showsjsuflicient!y 
that the authorities are alive to the necessity of 
putting a stop to its increase. ‘

Third—Hence, upon microscopic examination, 
it must not show any considerable development 
of the lower organisms of decomposition, and 
hence in the examination of drinking water it is 
of particular importance to demonstrate the 
presence in the water of polluting animal refuse. | 

Thé trip of the experts was made with clear 
weather and a temperature of about 20°. The 
samples of water were taken at a depth of about 
ten feet. The first sample was taken in the river 
at a point a little north of Twelfth street, the 
second at Lake street bridge, then at Dearborn 

street, at the mouth of the river, half way to the 
inlet at the north end of the northeast break- 
water, at the point of this inlet, half way between } 
this point and the old crib, at the cribitself, half 
way from there to the four-mile crib, at the four- | 
mile crib itself, then at three points on a line from 
the four-mile crib to the month of the river, al- 
lowing one mile between th ints, and lastly at 
the east end of the northeast breakwater. 

With these fourteen samples chemical and 
bacteriological examinations were made in the 
laboratories of Messrs. Wahl arid Henins, but have 
not been completed. What was found by the pre- 
liminary examinations is that the river water at 
point A (near Twelfth street) shows about 300.000 
micro-organisms in a cubic centimeter, and that 
there is a gradual increase in the number of bac- 
teria as one approaches the mouth of the river. 
This is owing to the fact that the river along that 
line receives the contents of numerous sewers. At 
the mouth of the river the pollution is almost as 
great as in the river proper, but it decreases as 
one approacbes the pier inlet. This is the contin- 
uation of the old provisional North Shore inlet. 


Absolutely Unfit for Drinking. 


That the water pumped through the pier inlet 
is absolutely unfit for drinking water was con- 
clusively siiown by our examination, for in the 
water taken at that point there were found over 
20,000 micro-organisms in a cubic ceatimeter. 
whereas the limit is 500. Butthe quality of the 
water which. we get from the old cribd not 
satisfy weer requirements, as it contains 2,000 
bacteria a cubic centimeter.

An Ingenious Device Gets a Chicago Ver- 


diet—- How It Works. 

Mitwauxgz, Wis., Feb. 18.— Special.] —An 
innovation in malting in successful operation 
here was inspected today by a large number 
of brewers and maltsters, including many from 
abroad, among them these from Chicago:

The new system 
is kndwn as the Galland-Henning pneumatic 
malting drums, and was recently introduced 
into the Kraus Merkel company’s new malt 
house.] ä 

The new process is the invention of Nichol- 
as Galland, a German brewer, materially im- 
proved upon by Julius Henning, 

It consists of sheetiron drums about ten 
feet in length and six feetin diameter. There 
is a lining of perforated iron close to the shell 
of the drum leaving a space for air between 
the lining and the drum. The grain 
lues between this lining and a perforated iron 
tube, running through the axis of the drum. 
This tube affords an outlet for the air which 
has entered mthe space between the lining 
and the drum. There being no other outlet 
the air forces itself through the grain. Ihe 
drum rests on rollers and it makes a revolu- 
tion once every forty minutes, thus constantly 
changing the position of the grain and at the 
same time securing an equal distribution of 
air through it. The germination under the 
drum process is accomplished in five days, 
and malting can be carried on every day. 
Under the old one,on account of tempera- 
ture, 230 days a year was a fair average. 

The visitors ex themselves as much 
pleased with Mr. Burke of Chicago and there 
was hardly a doubt that the new system would 
immediately supplant those now in use 
throughout the country.

On the way to the new four-mile crib the pollu- 
tion decreases rapidly, and the examination of 
the samples taken at t pdint gave the gratify- 
ing result that water as pure as can be desired 
can be drawn from there, as it contains only 
eighty micro-organisms. ° 

The samples taken on the return trip to the 
moutb of the river show a regular increase of the 
number of bacteria, but the pollution at a point 
directly off the south pier of the river entrance is 
not nearly so great as at the south end of the 
northeast breakwater, where over 15,000 bacteria 
were found in a cubic centimeter. It appears 
from this that the refuse coming from the river 
gathers about the northeast breakwater and di- 

‘vides to the east and west thereof, and that the 
water supply would be better ata distance of only 
two or three miles from shore if it was taken at a 
point further south. 

On the trip the representative of this paper 
made the observation that the scows which carry 
the mud dredged from the river dump their loads 
at a distance of not more than two or three miles 
from shore, whereas the requirement is that they 

shall go out at least five miles on the lake. 

The chemical analysis also showed that the 
water from the pier inlet is to be absolutely con- 
demned; the water from the old crib is strongly 
objectionable, whereas that taken from the four- 
mile crib does not exceed the limits established 
by science. The above conclusions are confirmed 
by an examination of water taken the same day 
from a hydrant in the city and showing nearly 
2,000 micro-organisms.

FRENCHMEN NOT ENTHUSIASTIC, 


Archbishop Ireland Says There Is Much 
Fil-Feeling in France Toward the Fair. 
Roms, Feb. 12.—In an interview today 

Archbishop Irelana of St. Paul, who is in this 

city, said that when he was in France he was 

informed that little interest was taken there 
in the Chicago Exhibition. Incidents that had 
occurred at the Philadelphia and New Orleans 

Expositions had left an unfavorable impression 

upon the minds of Frenchmen. Nor had the 

French forgiven the meager part takén by the 

United States in the Paris Exposition.

NEW GRAMMAR SCHOOLS MARCH 1. 


They Will Be Known as the Knickerbocker, 
the Beale, and the John Crerar. 

A special meeting of the Board of Educa- 
tion will be held Tuesday to make all the 
necessary preparations for the opening of 
three new grammar schools March 1. These 
schools are: The Knickerbocker, Jay street 
and Belden avenue; the Beale, Sixty-first and 
Sangamon street; and the John Crerar, 
Campbell avenue and Taylor street. 

Ail three are to be grammar schools. There 
Are sixteen rooms in each, affording accom- 
modation for sixty-five pupils a room, or 3,000 
in all. The Bancroft, another sixteen-room 
building, was opened in the vicinity of Hum- 
boldt Park a few weeks ago. Principals for 
the four — will be elected Tuesday, and 
forty-eigh 3 for the three to be 
opened March 1. There are women candi- 
dates for all the principalships. It is under- 
stood they will probably be divided equally 
among the men and the women. 


REVIVING AN OLD ASSESSMENT IDEA. 


How It Is Proposed to Pay for Paving In- 
tersections of Streets. 

A year ago there was an agitation in favor 
of an ordinance providing that the intersec- 
tions of streets should be paved at the expense 
of the property-owners possessing land abut- 
ting for a block on the streets intersecting. In 
the confusion of last spring’s campaign the 
ordinance was lost sight of, and as a conse- 
quence half of the cost of the intersections 
was charged up to the city. The property- 
owners on the adjacent blocks stood the other 
half. 

As the year was a busy one in street-paving, 
and as the City Council made no appropria- 
tion, there 1s now an indebtedness of 5700. 000 
against the city. The Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works asks for an appropriation to meet 
that and $500,000 to meet the cost of intersec- 
The Controller 
has stricken out both items, 

Now the agitation is being revived in favor 
of adding the cost to the assessment of the 
property in the blocks adjoining. It 
is claimed that. the contractors, knowing 
that the city has not the money, estimate for 
the intersections iu their bids and prices, and 
yet they get the warrants against the city ad- 
ditional and expect to collect them, is 
urged that the passage of an ordifiance such 
as that would not add a dollar to 
the amount of the assessments against prop- 
erty-owners for street-paving. Commissioner 
Aldrich favors such an ordinance. 


The Investigation Begun. 
Engineer McMath began his investigation 
of the Onderdonk tunnel yesterday. He will 
be joined today by Engineer Beuzenburg. 
Ald. Kent says the report will be ready in a 
week or so.. The contractors for the Lake 
View tunnel have as yet taken no notice of 
the order of Commiss:oner Aldrich, issued 
more than a week ago, to begin the raising 
of the tunnel grade so as to get out of the 
rock. They bave rather intimated that re * 
Brook man, Sexton, and Weber said yesterday 
on hearing this: The proper thing to do 
with those contractors is to take the work 
away from them and intrust it to contractors 
who wiil be able to complete the tunnel with- 
in the present decade at least. Either that or 
the contractors ought to be compelled to live 

up to the letter of their agreement.“ 
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Is Not Hiding the Ordinance. 

Ald. Powers, who has been charged with 
hiding the ordinance for the Grand Avenue 
Electric Street railway, says: I intended to 
present the ordinance with the report of the 
committee in the Council last Monday even 
though I had not the minority report ready. 
I forgot the document and started out to get 
it. fore 1 returned the Council had ad- 
journed. Reports of committees could not 
have been presented last Monday night ex- 
cept by unanimous consent, and as there is 
opposition to this ordinance because it pro- 
poses the use of the storage battery and be- 
cause there is no provision stipulating how 
often the cars will be run, it is not likely that 
I could have secured unanimous consent for 
the report. It will be presented next Mon- 
day. There is no attempt at smuggling. 


What Mr. Jackson May Do. 

It is intimated. that Mr. Jackson will seek 
to secure action by the Council in his favor 
before the case of Mr. Schaefer against him is 
called up in Judge Anthony’s court again. 
The Council will not meet before Tuesday. If 
the matter is introduced then it must be re- 
terred under the rules. Before it can be re- 
ported back Judge Anthony will doubtless be 
able to inquire into toe merits of the case.

ITS LAKE COMMERCE AND WORLD'S 
FAIR GIVEN A REVIEW, 


Lieut. Charles ©. Rogers, in “ Scribner's” 
for March, Deals with the Subject, “ The 
Water Route from Chicago to the Sea” 
—Statisties of Chicago’s Enormous Lake 
Commerce~Director-General Davis Con- 
tributes a Valuable Article to the North 
American Review” on the Fair. 

New York, Feb. 18.—[ Special. The March 
number of Seribner’s Magazine, which will 
be published Feb. 25, will contain a paper 
that will be of great interest to all good citi- 
zeys of Chicago. The title is enough to pique 
curiosity without going any further—‘‘ The 
Water-Route from Chicago to the Ocean.“ 
The author, Lieut.) Charles C. Rogers, is con- 
nected with the Naval Intelligence office in 
Washington, and has long made a study of the 
question he discusses in this article. He 
has succeeded in combining a vast amount of 
valuable intormation with a picturesque style, 
so that his paper is a thoroughly 
readable one. That Lieut. Rogers 1s a man 
of rare discernment every Chicagoan will ad- 
mit on reading this paragraph: 


This city of industry, indomitable will, and im- 
mense material resources has been well chosen as 


the site of the Cotumbian Exposition; over the 


waterway to it will be borne much of the treas- 

ures and exhibits of foreign nations, and this 
highway thus attains a prominence more than 

gree in keeping with its magnitude and impor- 
ance. 

In describing the lake commerce of Chica- 
go he says: 

Chicago's shipping is second ouly to that of 
New York ; from it the cereals of the Northwest- 
ern States are transported through Lakes Huron 
and Erie to Buffalo, whence they are forwarded 
to New York by rail or by the Erie Canal; grain 
intended for Montreal may be carried over the 
lakes and down the St. Lawrence without once 
breaking bulk; and it is contemplated even to 
run steamers direct to England, Some idea of its 
lake traffic may be formed from the statement 
that the aggregate entrances and clearances in 
1890, fore the great lakes, numbered „280. 
of which 21.054. measuring 10.288.688 tons, 
were at that ashe The corresponding 
aggregate for New York is 15,283, and for the eu- 
tire seaboard ofthe United States, 37,756. The 
tonnage has nearly doubled itself in the last ten 
years, and it is possible to conceive of a like in- 
crease by 1900, for 54,411 miles of railway termi- 
nate here, and in a year move 43,000,000 tons of 
freight. sides, in the Central Northern and the 
Northwestern States the total freight moved is 
196,000,000 tons, a fair proportion of which goes to 
Europe. | 

Wonderful Growth of Lake Commerce. 

Lieut. Rogers gives statistics on the won- 
derful growth of shipping on the lakes, Which 
will prove astonishing to those who regard 
Chicago as an inland city,“ without any 
water commerce worth speaking of. He 
writes: 

The history of marme architecture does not 
furnish another instance of so rapid and complete 
a revolution in the material and structure of 
floating equipment as has taken place on the 
great lakes since 1886. In that year the total val- 
uation of the vessels by Lloyd was about 80.600. 
000. In 1889 sixty new steamers and eleven sailing 
vessels, aggregating 70,000 tons and valued at 
$6,650,000, were added to the fleet. During the 
four winters of 15886-1890 the tonnage of the lakes 
was nearly doubled; 206 vessels, measuring 399,915 
tons, were turned out of the shipyards, with a 
valuation of $27,389,000. During tne same time 
the number of steamers of more than 1.500 net 


register tons increased from 21 to 110. 
The two valuations of the fleet already 
resented differ by more than 9,000,000; 


ut either one emphasizes the fact of the 
very recent and extraordinary growth of this 
commerce, and renders it ditlicult to predict the 
increase in the tonnage and in the size of vessels 
upon the lakes during the nine years that remain 
till the opening of the next century. More than 
ole-half of the vessels on the gr@at lakes are as- 
signed to Chicago; Port Huron. Detroit, Milwau- 
kee, Grand Haven, Cleveland, and Buffalo. The 
number of Canadian vessels on the lakes is 647; 
tonnage, 132,971; valuation, $3,989.130, For further 


comparison it may stated that the 
tot of coast and inland sbippi reg- 
istered in Canada is 7,153 vessels, of 1,040,451 


register tons, valued at $31,213,430. The increase 


in population. of 0 indicates the great 
increase that I er, in the busi- 
ness of the lakes and also of the railways tribu- 
tary tothem, Buffalo has increased from about 
42,000 in 1850 to 255,000 in 1890; Cleveland, from 17,- 
000 in 1860 to 262,000 in 1890; Chicago, from 30,000 
in 1850 to 1,100,000 in 1890; while Detroit and Mil- 
waukee exhibit a remarkable parallelism in 
growth, the former having increased from 116,340 
to 205,876 in the last ten years, and the latter from 
115,587 to 204,468, 
Novel and Pictaresque Features. 

So much for statistics; now let us look at 

the picturesoué side: 


The lake ports present novel and 
features. nlike the rule of cities the sea, 
their harbors are often open roadsteads; islands 
aud landlocked bays are the exception and not 
the rule; and, instead, breakwaters or costly piers 
protect 3 and cargoes from the waves and 
tempests. Their situation is. generally at the 
mouth of rivers, whose channels, sometimes 
navigable to the heart of the city, be- 
come the harbor proper; it is thus that the 
river, instead o the lakefront, is fre- 
quently the scene of mills, docks, ship- 
yards, immense elevators. pmb 1 and rail- 
way depots. The water is cove with graceful 
yachts, puffing tugs, great four-masters and steel 
propellers. a confusion intensified at nightfall by 
the many-¢olored lights and the whistling din of 
departing steamers. Chicago ig divided by its 
river intothree sections, thus securing a water- 
front greater than Liverpool's; its water-works, 
among the wonders of the world, comprise a 
tower, from the base of which a tunnel pxtends 
two miles under the lake, the water éntering 
through a grated cylinder, incloged in- an immense 
crib ou which are a lighthose and dwelling. Mil- 
waukee, similarly divided, is built rtly upon 
high biuffs; its atmosphere seems bracing and 
healthful, an impression confirmed by a delight- 
ful drive along the cliffs overlooking the lake. 
Detroit is on lower ground, but offers from the 
cupolas of great wheat elevators a fine view of 
St. Clair and Erie; its opera-honse is one of the 
finest in the country; and its avenues, radiating 
from the Grand Circus, intersect the other streets 
as do those of Washington, and form small parks 
that diversify and ornament the place. Cleve- 
land is so embowered in trees that little save the 
spires of churehes can be seen through the green; 
a great stone viaduct spans the river valley be- 
tween the two divisions of the city: and Euclia 
avenue, the street of millionaires, is lined with 
costly residences in beautiful grounds. Buffalo, on 
a plain sloping gently to the water, seeks recrea- 
tion in superb parks. connected by boulevards. 


Beautiful Mackinac Island. 


Those persons who have not read Irving’s 
„Astoria and who imagine that the Astors 
laid the foundation of their fortune in New 
York real estate will find on reading Lieut. 
Roger’s story that such was not the case: 

The chief point of interest on Mackinac is the 
headquarters of the American Fur company, 
built in 1800 by John Jacob Astor, and within 
which the nucleus of the Astor millions was 
formed. The approach to the island is beautiful 
and iropressive; it rises abruptly from the clear 
waters of the strait, and its jutting crags, per- 
fect harmony, and brilliant colors are a pleasing 
contrast to the extreme monotony of the more 
southern coast. Its atmosphere is bright, pure, 
and invigorating. The view from it is Italian—a 
deep sapphire in a cloudless sky; a delicate emer- 
ald extending along shore; and beyond the azure 
and the lilac resolving into an endless sheet of the 
darkest blue. 

Lieut. Rogers’ article is along one and is 
illustrated with three maps and numerous 
pictures of scenes in iggy and elsewhere 
along the route described.

TWO WIVES CLAIM INSURANCE MONEY. 


What an Investigation of Charles A, Hutch- 
inson’s Death Revealed. 

EvaxsvILL, Ind,, Feb. 18.—[Special. ]—The 
Grand Lodge of the Ancient Order of United 
Workmen has decided the controversy over 
the claim of $2,000 growing out of the death of 
Dr. Charles A. Hutchinson, a member of 
Lone Star Lodge in this city. who was thrown 
from his buggy and killed. Two wives male 
application to the Grand Lodge for his in- 
surance money, and the Board of Arbitrat:on 
made an investigation. It found that Hutchin- 
son June 6, 1888, caused a beneficiary certificate 
to be issued to Margaretha Hutchinson, whom 
he represented to be his lawful wise. He died 
Nov. 22, 1800, and notice was served upon the 
lodge by one Emma Hutchinson that she was 
the lawful wife of Charles A. Hutchinson, and 
claimed any money due. It was also devel- 
oped that Hutchinson, in 1876, having some 
years before lawfully married said Emma, 
was living in Springfield, III., and ran 
away with another woman, whom be 
placed in an insane asylum, where she died. 
He went to Evansville in 1882 and married 
Margaretha, living with her until his death.
